Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1963. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  stands  at 
15,630,  an  increase  of  30  over  that  for  1962. 

Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  210,  a decrease  of 
20  on  the  1962  registrations.  Deaths  during  the  year  numbered 
208  (103  males  and  105  females)  a decrease  of  37  on  the  1962’s 
figures. 

Deaths  from  heart  diseases  and  disease  associated  with  the 
heart  3,  vascular  lesions  caused  34  deaths  and  cancer  of  all  sites 
caused  27  deaths.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
numbered  3,  all  males.  This  is  a decrease  of  5 on  last  year’s  figures. 

A total  of  146  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
(as  against  35  notifications  recorded  during  1962)  made  up  as 
follows  : — Measles  135,  Pneumonia  6,  Whooping  Cough  2,  Tuber- 
culosis Respiratory  3. 

These  notifications  apart,  the  occurrence  of  infectious  diseases 
was  relatively  minor,  but  happenings  in  other  parts  of  the  country 
since  the  end  of  the  year  have  emphasized  the  great  need  for  constant 
vigilance.  The  inspection  of  food  handling  processes  and  the  need 
for  education  in  food  hygiene  are  of  paramount  important. 

I have  once  again  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Morgan,  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  to  the  General  Practitioners,  Health  Visitors,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
other  Chief  Officers  for  their  support  and  assistance  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts  during  the  year.

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Tuberculosis. 

During  1963,  3 cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified,  two  being 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  There  was  1 death  from  this  disease 
during  1963. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered 
by  the  Chest  Physician  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council 
Scheme  on  the  other,  continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year. 
The  Scheme  administered  by  the  Chest  Physician  is  limited  to 
children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school  children  of  the 
age  of  13  years  and  upwards.  Visits  were  made  to  a Grammar 
School  and  a Secondary  Modern  School  in  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year,  and  children  receiving  skin  tests  were  vaccinated  with 
B.C.G.  if  this  was  found  necessary  on  subsequent  inspection. 

Diphtheria  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  since 
1946  and  no  case  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  the  County  Medical 
Officer,  who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding 
Diphtheria  Immunisations  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this 
district.

Poliomyelitis  and  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but 
freedom  from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continue 
to  bring  their  children  for  immunisation. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Gough  and  Tetanus. 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints 
are  available  through  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same 
arrangements  remained  in  force  through  the  year.  Injections  are 
given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic  or  by  the  General  Practitioners 
and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval  has 
elapsed. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948— SECTION  47. 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 


These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and 
attention  for  persons  who  : 

{a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or  being  aged  and 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions,  and 

(i)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

In  April,  an  application  was  made  to  the  Court  for  the  removal 
of  an  elderly  lady  to  residential  accommodation.  She  was  subse- 
quently admitted  to  Babington  Hospital,  Belper. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  (AMENDMENT) 
ACT,  1962. 

This  Act  received  the  Royal  Assent  in  1962,  and  enables  local 
authorities  and  voluntary  organisations,  working  in  partnership 
to  extend  arrangements  for  the  care  of  elderly  people  and  in  particu- 
lar to  provide  the  support  needed  to  enable  many  who  are  frail 
or  handicapped  to  continue  to  live  at  home. 

Authorities  are  now  able  to  help  voluntary  organisations  with 
the  meals  on  wheels  service  by  making  available  premises,  vehicles, 
furniture  and  equipment,  in  addition  to  financial  contributions. 

The  Act  also  allows  local  authorities  to  provide,  either  by 
themselves  or  through  voluntary  organisations,  certain  recreation 
services. 


SUPERANNUATION  ACTS,  1937/1953. 

During  the  year  a total  of  20  medical  examinations  were 
carried  out  on  members  of  the  staff  prior  to  their  being  admitted 
to  the  Superannuation  and  Sick  Pay  Schemes.  Of  this  number,  1 
was  office  staff  and  19  were  manual  workers. 


CANCER. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  at  all  sites  during  the  year 
was  27.  Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  numbered  3. 
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FLUORIDATION  OF  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


The  arguments  for  and  against  fluoridation  of  drinking  water 
continued  through  the  year. 

The  undoubted  advantages  from  a medical  point  of  view  of 
adding  a controlled  amount  of  sodium  fluoride  to  drinking  water  do 
not  appear  to  be  sufficiently  convincing  to  allay  the  suspicions  of 
those  of  the  school  of  thought  that  detrimental  effects  may  occur 
and  that  in  any  case  the  addition  to  the  public  supply  is  against  the 
freedom  of  choice  of  the  individual. 

The  food  additives  are  so  numerous  in  modern  production  and 
preparation  for  packaging  that  almost  the  whole  population  must 
now  be  taking  small  quantities  of  chemicals.  The  individual  has  of 
course,  the  opportunity  to  opt  out  of  this  dosage,  whereas  the  public 
water  suppl}^  is  essential  to  most  people’s  needs,  but  the  choice  of 
foodstuff's  to  individuals  wishing  to  avoid  additives  must  be  con- 
siderably restricted. 

Most  public  water  undertakings  add  a chemical  to  drinking 
water,  in  the  form  of  chlorine,  and  no  one  would  now  argue  that 
because  it  is  an  addition  against  the  free  choice  of  the  individual 
the  chlorination  of  water  should  not  be  allowed. 

(a)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  (a) 
quality  and  (^))  quantity. 

{b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  the  raw  water  going  into  supply 
As  all  water  is  treated  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after 
treatment.  A total  of  155  bacteriological,  13  chemical  and 
1 lOpH  samples  were  taken  both  at  the  works  and  from  various 
points  in  Belper  Urban  District.  The  results  of  a Chemical 
Analysis  are  attached. 

Water  supplied  in  the  area  is  derived  from  two  sources,  and 
the  fluoride  content  in  a sample  from  each  source  when  last 


taken  was  as  follows  : — 

Meadows  Pumping  Station  0.14  ppm. 

Derwent  'Valley  Water  Board  0.11  ppm.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR,  CLEANSING 
SUPERINTENDENT  AND  HOUSING  MANAGER 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Belper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  to  present  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work 
carried  out  by  my  Department  during  1963. 

GENERAL. 

During  the  year,  2997  members  of  the  public  made  enquiries 
at  the  Health  Department  for  help  and  advice.  Of  these,  858 
enquiries  were  in  regard  to  Housing  matters  showing  the  increased 
pressure  of  work  due  to  this  section,  which,  considering  there  are 
almost  1,000  Council  houses,  is  normally  the  work  of  a separate 
Department. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  again  presented  many  problems. 
Breakdown  of  refuse  vehicles  and  difficulty  in  obtaining  regular 
refuse  collectors,  plus  a rapidly  increasing  number  of  new  private 
houses  (310  in  twelve  months)  caused  interruption  in  the  service 
and  complaints  were  inevitable.  It  was  decided  to  purchase  an 
additional  refuse  vehicle  in  the  Spring  of  1964  and  this  should  prove 
helpful  in  overcoming  some  of  the  transport  problems.  The  Bristol 
Tractor  on  the  Wyver  Lane  controlled  refuse  tip  is  a costly  item  but 
it  should  be  remembered  that  on  such  a difficult  site  and  in  order 
to  properly  control  the  hygenic  disposal  of  waste  matter  such  a 
vehicle  is  a necessity.  In  addition  to  this,  when  I commenced  duty 
in  Belper  in  1958,  there  were  three  workmen  full  time  on  the  Derby 
Road  tip  and  now  the  whole  of  the  work  is  handled  by  one  tip-man/ 
tractor-driver  thus  reducing  the  manual  labour  cost  by  two  men’s 
wages. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  was  reduced  by  6/3d.  per  ton  and 
the  cost  of  disposal  by  6d.  per  ton  as  compared  with  the  year  1962. 

SALVAGE. 

There  was  a slight  decrease  in  the  tonnage  of  salvage  collected 
this  year.  Costs  remain  almost  even  with  income,  a slight  profit 
of  {17  being  made  at  the  end  of  the  financial  year. 
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HOUSING. 

Housing  applications  show  a slight  increase  in  number  and  in 
common  with  most  Authorities  there  is  an  increasing  problem  with 
applications  for  old  aged  persons  bungalows.  The  Council  have 
commenced  building  10  of  these  on  the  Canada  Street  site  and  are 
considering  a further  site  near  the  centre  of  the  Urban  District.  In 
a district  such  as  this,  with  steep  inclines  from  the  centre  of  the  area, 
the  problem  is  to  find  a level  site  near  the  hub  of  activity  for  bunga- 
lows. 

The  management  and  re-housing  of  old  aged  persons  presents 
special  problems  and  it  is  not  sufficient  to  simply  build  and  allocate 
such  accommodation.  Aged  people  worry  about  many  things  which 
younger  people  may  take  in  their  stride.  Such  things  as  one  month’s 
notice  to  the  owner  of  the  present  house,  preparing  household  goods 
for  removal  and  removal  arrangements,  is  it  necessary  to  decorate 
or  clean  the  bungalow  allocated  before  occupation,  where  will  they 
go  for  their  pension  in  a new  area.  When  one  remembers  such 
persons  are  often  living  on  a tight  string  economy,  often  at  that  age 
without  family  help,  or  with  friends  of  a similar  age  and  physical 
incapacity,  these  are  matters  of  great  importance.  Who  can  supply 
the  necessary  help  and  advice  ? As  I have  already  mentioned,  a 
combined  Department,  restricts  the  time  and  help,  to  a division 
between  Health  and  Housing.  Nevertheless,  this  is  such  an  essen- 
tially human  problem,  that  I have  personally  done  everything  possi- 
ble to  give  the  maximum  help,  sometimes,  I think,  at  the  expense  of 
Pubhc  Health  matters. 

FOOD. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  con- 
sumption was  much  the  same  as  last  year  and  once  again  100% 
were  examined.  In  addition  to  the  cwts.  of  diseased  meat, 
2}  cwts.  of  other  foods  were  condemned  from  shops  in  the  area. 
At  the  present  time  more  and  more  varieties  and  types  of  food  are 
on  sale  to  the  public.  This  means  carrying  larger  stocks  in  some 
shops  never  designed  for  the  purpose,  and  consequent  spoilage  is 
bound  to  result.  It  may  well  be  that  from  a trading  point  of  \’iew 
this  is  necessary  to  compete  with  large,  modern  “ help  yourself  ” 
stores,  but  from  a public  health  point,  is  to  be  deplored.  From  an 
Inspectors  point  of  view  nothing  appears  worse  than  a small  shop 
packed  to  bursting  point  with  a miscellaneous  collection  of  food- 
stuffs, especially  when  this  applies  to  the  rear  storage  premises. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

A daily  analysis  of  the  air  we  breathe  is  recorded  on  Scientific 
instruments  and  the  record  kept  last  year  shows  once  again  there 
would  appear  to  be  a direct  connection  between  air  pollution  and 
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deaths  from  Bronchitis  and  Broncho-Pneumonia.  During  the  year 
1963  the  number  of  such  deaths  was  38  as  compared  with  52  during 
1962. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  and  Housing  Committees,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  other  Officers  for  their  co-operation  and  not  least  the 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Clerk  in  the  Health  Depart- 
ment for  their  loyalty  and  diligence  to  duty.

The  Local  Authority  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 
is  the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  O.B.E., 
B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  the  County  Analyst,  informs  me  that  43  samples, 
including  14  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act  in  the  area  of 
the  Belper  Urban  District  Council  during  the  year  1963. 

Two  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  were  deficient  in  fat 
and  the  producers  were  cautioned. 

Two  other  samples  of  Milk  were  reported  against. 

An  informal  sample  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  Capsules  was  deficient  in 
Vitamin  A.  Enquiries  showed  this  to  be  old  stock  and  the  remainder 
was  surrendered  for  destruction. 

Apples  of  Itahan  origin  were  contaminated  with  lead  in  excess 
of  the  limit  of  3 parts  per  milhon  specified  in  the  Lead  in  Food 
Regulations,  1961.  No  further  stock  was  on  sale  at  this  shop  and 
the  same  brand  could  not  be  found  elsewhere.  Other  Apples  of 
the  same  variety  were  tested  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  the  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Following  consumer  complaints,  two  samples  were  submitted 
for  examination  by  this  Authority.  A Loaf  of  Bread  was  stained 
with  a violet  dye  on  the  inside  of  the  crust  and  first  few  slices.  A 
packet  of  Rusks  contained  insects.  Examination  of  the  packet 
showed  that  these  could  have  gamed  access  after  packing,  either  on 
the  storage  premises  or  in  the  retail  shop.  After  full  investigation 
in  both  cases,  it  was  decided  not  to  take  proceedings.

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  Council  maintain  a daily  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
volumetric  apparatus  on  which  daily  concentrations  of  smoke  and 
S02  in  the  atmosphere  are  calculated.  Below  is  a table  showing  the 
average  monthly  concentrations  related  to  the  number  of  deaths 
of  residents  (as  opposed  to  total  deaths)  of  the  town  from  Bronchitis 
or  Broncho-Pneumonia. 

It  can  readily  be  seen  that  approximately  1 month  after  a 
high  rate  of  pollution  the  number  of  deaths  increase.  Records  are 
sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and 
this  town  is  included  in  phase  1 of  a national  survey  of  air  pollution. 

The  Public  Health  Chairman  is  an  Executive  member  of  the 
East  Midlands  Divisional  Committee  of  the  National  Society  for 
Clean  Air  which  receives  the  support  of  this  Council.
